In Michigan “politics, the name of McNamara. 
could properly be considered a household word. In 
most households, the reference couid easily be 
made to the late Sen. Pat McNamara or Bob 
McNamara, the recent secretary of defense. 

But Fdward H. McNamara, the mayor of 
Livonia’? 

Such are the ways of State convention ‘polities 
that Ed McNamara is now the Democratic 
nominee for lieutenant governor, handpicked by 
Sander Levin. who will lead the Democrats’ effort 
to return the governor's office to thei: party. 


Why did Sander Levin pick Ed McNamara out 
of nowhere to be his running mate this fall? 

The pundits point out that Levin is liberal and 
Jewish and opposes parochiaid; while McNamara is 
moderate and Catholic and favors parochiaid. A 
case thus could be made for ideological balance of 
sorts, 

But in looking for the real reason for 
MecNamara’s selection, the answer might more 
properly be: Why not? 

In very few cases can the second man on a 
tandem licket add much vote-gelting strength to 
the top of the tickel. An exception would be 
Lyndon Johnson on the Kennedy ticket, and 
possibly Spiro Agnew on the Nixon 
ticket—althuugh Aynew’s pre-election strength was 
more in the fact that a man such as Agnew was 
selected rather than in his actual personal 
campaigning role. 


The primary objective in running-mate selection 
is tu pick someone who will not be a drawback. 

As far as can be immediately determined, Ed 
McNamara offers no political liabihties to the 
Levin ticket. Thal, in itself, is reason enough to 
justify his selection. 

So the Democrats will field a Democratic slate 
of Levin, McNamara, Richard Austin and Frank 
Kelley—and, of cuurse, the sitting U. S. Senator, 
Phil Hart. 

Running alongside, but on the non-partisan 
ballot, will he two former governors, G. Mennen 
Williams and John Swainson, for the state supreme 
court. 

And then, further down the ballot, tagging 
along Sike hungry children following a boy with a 
dollar to the candy store, will be eight nominees 
for the various state educational boards. 


if past practice serves—and there is no real 
reason to believe it won’t—most Michigan voters 
won't even know the names of these educational 
candidates befure election day, and very few 
voters will know them after election day either, 
win or lose. Which, in my view, is one heck of a 
sorry way to deal with education in Michigan. Our 
schools are more important than that, and. the 
system of selecting their policy makers ought to be 
changed. : 

The Deniocrats’ top Hneup this year 
intriguing from several angtes.

Q. When I applied for a health 
insurance policy recently the 
agent seemed very concerned 
about my health. He wanted to 
know all about my medical his- 
tory and what kind of physical 


gondition Fwas in. Is this type of 


Tc this type of 
examination normal? 

It depends on the individual 
and the company. A large part of 
a health insurance policy con- 
cerns the medical history and 
physica} condi- 
tion of the ap- 
plicant. Sinee 
the majority of 
applicants for 
health insur- 
ance usually do 
not need a medical examination, 
the application is usually the 
only means of gaining a history 
of an applicant’s physical condi- 
tion. If there is a question about 
the applicant's health, the com- 
pany has the right to request a 
medical examination. 

Insurance companies want to 
protect each of their policyhold- 
ers from having to pay a higher 
premium than necessary, If an 


“ individual has a physical condi- 


tion that increases his chances of 
being sick, he may be put in a 
special category and pay a larger 
premium than other policyhold- 
ers for the same kind of protec- 
tion. However, this means the 
bulk of palicyholders who enjoy 
average health would pay an 
average premium. For persons 
who do not have average health, 
use of waivers for certain im- 
pairments may also be included 
in the policy. This is ‘true of 
those whe have recurring dis- 
orders, who need hospitalization 
or medical trealment, or who 
have a disability from a present 
physical condition. 

For a company to underwrite 
tisks soundty, Usere are condi- 
tions, such as rheumatic fever 
and certain allergies, and any 
major illnesses in the last five 
years, which need to be recorded. 
Though they may not seem ser- 
ious, they could disqualify an 
applicant. 

Other conditions such as cpi- 
lepsy, impaired hearing or eye- 
sight, may affect coordination 
and reflex actions. Diabetes 
could turn a minor injury into a 
serious disability. 

Depending on the seriousness 
of an applicant's medical history 
and physical condition, a com- 
pany may require either a wait- 
ing period of six months to a 
year for a pre-existing condition, 
or may issue a special class of 
insurance at a higher premium.
